Destination a Secret. 


The destination is kept a profound secret, 
but there is good ground for the belief that 
the port of Mariel is the objective point. 
This is situated at the eastern extremity of 
the Province of Pinar del Rio. The Cuban 
General Ducasse is not far away with nearly 
2,000 men. 

Last Saturday the flagship New York ran 
down from Havana to Mariel, where it hove 
to and reconnoitered the shore thoroughly. 
The little town of Mariel, having only 2,000 
or 3,000 inhabitants, is situated at the head 
ofa pretty bay. It runs back from the coast | 
abdut three miles and is entered through a 
‘arrow but deep channel, which is practic- 
ally a mere river, being less than a quarter 
All 
around the bay are beautiful wooded hills, } 
and the situation is such that several of the 
smaller warships could easily be stationed in 
the bay; while the big cruisers outside in the 
roadstead could without difficulty command 
the entire harbor and the country for miles 
about. 

There are two old fortifications which are 
supposed to guard the entrance to the bay, 
but it would be an easy job to knock them 
to splinters, after which the transports and 
mall gunboats: could run into the bay and 
land troops without difficulty. Being pro- 
fected by the guns of the fleet within the 
amphitheater of hills, 5,000 men could fortify 
themselves with the assistance of artillerxy.

Dole’s Offer of Hawaii. 

No official information has been received 
at the White House in regard to the offer of 
Hawali to annex the islands temporarily to 
the United States. Such a step woild re- 
quire action by Congress, and it is a more 
radical move than is necessary. All Presi- 


dent Dole has to do is to forget to issue the 


proclamation of neutrality, or go a step 
further and become an open ally of the Unit- 
ed States by means of a declaration of war 
against Spain. This will enable President 
McKinley to use the Hawaiian Islands as a 
base of supplies for Dewey's fleet. The Ha- 
Waiian government has it in its power to 
demonstrate the value of the island to the 
United States, and thus smooth the path for 
annexation later.

CONGRATULATIONS TO DEWEY. 


Cable Dispatches from Jubilant Ameri- 
cans Are Forwarded by Steamer 
from Hongkong. 


New York, May 4.—A dispatch from Hong- 
kong today says: Congratulations from 
Americans to Commodore Dewey in the 
shape of a large number of cable dispatches 
were forwarded to the daring commander 
today by the English cruiser Immortalite, 
which has left for Manila.

From Talavera de la Reyna, less than forty 
miles from Toledo, comes even more alarm- 
ing news. There a great mob, erying out 
against the government because of the de- 
feat at Manila, marched upon the railroad 
station, dispersing the civil guards sent to 
stop them. 

They razed the station, set fire to the cars, 
and turned wild engines loose upon the 
tracks to spread destruction. They fired the 
homes of several obnoxious petty officials 
and moved upon a Jesuit religious institu- 
tion. This was looted and burned. The 
priests were imsulted and maltreated and 
forced to flee for their lives. , 

At a café the rioters secured much wine 
and became more inflamed. They attacked 
the prison itself, intending to free the pris- 
oners. Here, however, the civil guards 
made a better stand and held the crowd at 
bay. But at last accounts a larger mob was 
organizing to renew the attack and rescue 
those arrested for the first emeute. 

Discontent Is General. 

Miners at Oviedo, capital of a province of 
the same name, have come up out of the 
ground on a strike, and are rioting at will. 
Reinforcements of troops have been hurried 
to Oviedo, and that province, as well as the 
adjoining one of Valencia, has been ordered 
under martial law. 

The gendarmes and people have ex- 
changed shots at Caceres, and the demon- 
strations are growing, both as to number 
and virvience.

General Blanco is organizing a 
guerrilla force, in which he ts placing pris- 
oners from the jails of Havana and other 
cities. General Marcos Garcia of Santa 
Clara Province and the Cuban traitor, 
Musso Parra, also are organizing guerrilla 

The insurgents recently attacked the Town 
of Alfonso XII., burning severai houses, 
sacking stores, etc. Many prominent Span- 
lards are leaving Cuba, paying large sums 
for tramsportation. They are getting into 
Jamaica and Mexico. 
indignant and threaten to mob them. Among 
those leaving are Narciso Gelats, José Maria 
Galan, Juan Pablo Fouarelt, Frederico Na- 
sallo, and Ignacio F. Pizarro. Telegraph 
lines are being built by Blanco in various 
parts of the Island. 

The mail taken showed that the condition 
of the Spanish in eastern Cuba is desperate. 
They were then on the point of yielding 
some of the smaller garrisoned cities held 
by them. Later reports that the Spanish 
garrison at Bayamo had capitulated to the 
insurgents confirms the statements in these 
letters that the troops could not hold out. 
‘They were badly off for both food and am- 
munition. It will not be surprising if news 
comes before long that the Spaniards have 
abandoned Santiago. Ifthe port were block- 
aded they would be forced to do so. . 
One letter from Havana, under date of 
April 26, spoke of suffering among the poorer 
classes, who were entirely without means 
of support. The writer himself said he did 
not know where he was to get his dinner. 
Other letters spoke of suffering, but appar- 
ently the government had a fair amount of 
supplies for the soldiers. A large amount 
of rice had been imported by speculators 
who foresaw the blockade. Blanco was ex- 
pected to seize this rice. 

The Argonata had a cargo chiefly of pro- 
visions intended for Havana. Suggestions 
have been made that these food supplies be 
sent by the United States under convoy of 
warships to relieve the reconcentrados.

The plan, as far as can be learned, is for 
the Fourth to accompany the 2,000 Cubans 
who are encamped at Tampa, and who are 
anxious to go to Cuba-at once. The Fourth 
will be utilized solely to escort the Cubans 
in transports to some point, and there the 
stores will be landed and the Fort Sheridan 
regiment will do its best to protect the 
patriots from attack by Spanish troops. 

The departure of the Cubans may take 
place at any moment. There are three 
transports in the Tampa harbor, and these 
are sufficient. The different companies were 
instructed by their Captains this morning to 
pack up rations sufficient for a three days’ 
trip; but to leave everything else behind. 

It is known that the War department is 
exceedingly anxious to keep this movement 
A secret.

HAWAII AS A BASE OF SUPPLIES. 


Reported Tender of the Islands to the 
United States by President Dole 
Not Yet Confirmed. | 


Washington, D. C., May 4.—No new official 
news has come to confirm the report from 
Hawali that the islands have been tendered 
to the United States for war uses. It is 
said that if the incoming mall brought the 
proposition to San Francisco it would 
scarcely be trusted to telegraph there on 
account of its importance, but would he 
forwarded by the railway mails, which 
would brifig it here in about five days. 
Without exception the naval officers would 
welcome the possesion of Hawaii just at 
this moment as affording a magnificent bare 
for naval operations in the Pacific, but, it 
is said, President Dole’s proposition must 
be submitted to Congress. So that it will 
be for the legislative branch in the ena to 
pass upon this offer. | 

Advices from San Francisco are to the 
effect that Hawaiian Consul Wilder at that 
city has not as yet received notice of Presi- 
dent Dole's reported tender of the islands 
to the United States.

Poor McCarthy was led away and put 
into the guar@house, where he is today. As 
McCarthy was hustled out of sight by the 
guards yells of Get a rope!“ were heard up 
and down the line. Hard would have been 
the fate of any soldier caught at this, but 
Lovering has never been able to catch the 


offenders. 


Threat to Kill Lovering. 

The truth being told, Lovering is certainly 
not popular. Hammond said that this 
month would settle his long standing in- 
debtedness to the government because of 
his trouble with Lovering.

Concerning America’s Need of Home

‘Citicago, May 3.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
me, published 
in Monday's paper, does not accurately re- 
produce my views, and as the subject is an 
interesting one I do not wish to be misunder- 
stood, A few facts, commonly understood, 
should. preliminarily be recalled. The first is 
that America and Europe, with the latter's 
colonjal dependencies on other continents, 
domffate today the moral purposes and the 
trace of the world. This domination is not 
@ diminishing one, Europe is divided be- 
tween. those races genericflly known as 
Afigio-Saxon, including the British, German, 
Dutch, and Scandinavian peoples, and those 
races known as the Latins and Slavs. The 
Latins, including the French, the Spanish, 
and Italians, are a remnant of the Roman 
empire, itself conquered by fhe progenitors 
of the®Anglo-Saxons. The Latin race, 
though still pre@éminent in many fields, is a 
diminishing race; the Anglo-Saxon, pre- 
eminent in all the arts and ambitions that 


make this age powerful, is an increasing 


rage. It is the only race that has, since the 
beginning of time, correctly conceived the 
individual rights of men, and is, on that ac- 
count, more than anything else, surviving, 
by fitness, the other races. 

The next fact is that events foreshadow, 
with certainty, the breaking up of Asia. The 
first quarter of the twentieth century will 
probably break up these hitherto stagnant 
peoples and throw them into a modern 
atmosphere, and will undoubtedly cleanse 

nd advance them as only a clean, whole- 
Into this field the 
moral purposes and commercial courage of 
the Anglo-Saxon are bound to project them- 
gelves.. They are of the inevitable move- 
ments of mankind which doctrinarians and 
statesmen cannot, if they would, hold-back.

The only harbor 
away from the coast of America into which 
our warships can go except as friendly visi- 
tors, or our merchant ships except as foreign 
traders, is Pearl harbor. But our right to 
that harbor is permissive only. The grant, 
on the face of the treaty, is for a coaling and 
repairing station only, and can be terminated 
by either party upon twelve months’ notice. 
It carries with it no right to sovereignty over 
the soil. Such a harbor is, in no real sense, 
a home port. It holds out no certain assur- 
ance of safety from disturbance. 
What we need in these foreign waters is 
home ports already fortified against attacks 
from land as well as from sea, into which . 
our merchant marine can at a moment's no- 
tice go for safety and our men-of-war for 
recuperation and supplies. What we want 
is not a lease, but title; not to be tenants in 
unprotected houses, but owners with locks 
upon the doors. The whole of Hawali should 
be ours. | 
This war was begun to secure the Cuban 
people a stable form. of government, and 
should not be switched from its original 
purpose. The Island of Cuba can, there- 
fore, never be annexed until such a disposi- 
tion of it is the free choice of the liberated 
Cuban people. But, in the nature of things, 
our influence will be, as is our protection, 
extended to the West India Islands that ob- 
tain their independence. Whether, in the 
process of national consolidation going on 
over the entire globe, these islands must 
eventually be attached to a stronger power 
need not now be debated; but when that 
time comes the United States must permit 
their search for an alliance to go no further 
than our own shores. | . 
But without violating the purpose for which 
a war is inaugurated, the victorious nation 
has a right, at the conclusion of peace, to 
honorably mend its hold wherever fighting 
has taken place. This war has shown that 
we need,a home port in Asiatic waters. 
The strategy of war has compelled us to ob- 
tain a temporary foothold in the Philippines. 
I believe we will find a way to make it per- 

anent. I believe that, having no policy 
feoking to colonial settlement, we will find 
such way without offending any great 
power. At any rate, the period of possession 
through the price of blood and victory isthe 
time to formulate our purpose. Another op- 
portunity will never come. If we indemnify 
ourselves with a harbor from Spain why 
not rechristen it the Harbor of the 
Maine,“ the most fitting and lasting monu- 
ment to that unfortunate ship.

REPORT ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


American Consul Sends Valuable Sta- 
tistics of the Trade and Population 
5 of the Islands. 


Washington, D. C., May 4.—The under. 
standing at the State department is that 
Consul Oscar F. Williams, our representa- 
tive at Manila until the recent war began, 


is now aboard the flagship Olympia in Ma- 


mila harbor, having accompanied Dewey 
from Hongkong, so that advices may come 
from him to the State department as well 
as from Commodore Dewey to the Navy 
department. 

A, mail report from Consul Williams 
reached the State department recently, 
under date of Manila, Feb. 28 last. It gives 
a full description of the Philippine Islands, 
their resources, growth of American trade, 
ete., and will be incorporated in the next 
volume issued by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the State department. In his report Mr. 
Williams says: 

Local and European authorities estimate 
the area of the Philippine Islands at 150,000 
= miles and their population at 15,000,- 


The Island of Luzon, on which the City 
of Manila is situated, is larger than New 
York and Massachusetts and has a popula- 
tion of 5,000,000, and the Island of Mindanao 
is nearly if not quite as lafge. There are 
scores of other islands, An idea of the ex- 
tent of the population of the Philippines may 
be formed when it is stated that the six 
New England States and New York, New 
Jersey, Maryland, and Delaware have 10

TROUBLE AT SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


British Consul Said to Have Been At- 
tacked by a Spanish Mob 
Three Warships Sent..

Kingston, Jamaica, May 4.— Trouble of 
a most serious nature is threatening British 
interests at Santiago de Cuba. The British 
third-class cruiser Pearl is now there, and 
within twenty-four hours the Britisnu third- 
class cruiser Pallas and the British sleop. 
Alert probably will join it. The Alert, it 
now appears, was accompanied to Santiago 
de Cuba by the Pearl and the Alert was sent 
with dispatches, regarded by the Brit- 
ish Consul as being too important to trust to 
the censcred cable. These dispatches were 
cabled to London by the colonial authorities 
here. The Alert will return to Santiago de 
Cuba with the Pallas, now at Port Antonio. 

The colonial authorities are reticent as to 
the contents of the dispatches and the rea- 
sons for the movements of the warships, but 
the story told the Associated Press corre- 
spondent at the Jamaica club today was that 
the British Consul, F. W. Ramsden, had been 
attacked in the consulate by a mob, where- 
upon he fired on the crowd, killing a Span- 
iard, and has beeh imprisoned. These state- 
ments, however, are not verified. | 

Later in the day it was reported that the 
trouble at Santiago de Cuba has been set- 
tled. The British warship Pearl has ar- 
rived at Port Royal, and, though its officers 
are reticent, it is believed that the trouble 
is not so serious as reported at the Jamaica 
club.

WHY NOT CALL AT SAN JUAN! - 
It is stated that the Spaniards in Puerto 
Rico have made the City of San Juan, near 
the eastern end of the island, their coaling 
station and basis of supplies. The Captain 
of a British vessel which has just arrived at 
New York from San Juan states that 
last week there were 40,000 tons of coal 
there and more was coming in all the time. 
Barges and steamers were arriving from 
the smaller towns along the coast bringing 
supplies of food, If the Spanish vessels 
which left the Cape Verde Islands last week 
were to fetch up at San Juan they would 
find there abundant supplies of coal and 
provisions. 
Therefore that city is just the place where 
some of the American ships under Admiral 
Sampson’s command should pay a visit in 
order to do a little of the same kind of 
work that Dewey did at Manila. Samp- 
son has taken part of his fleet and set 
off in the direction of Puerto Rico. It 
may be that he has gone to look in at 
San Juan. If he has and he finds any 
Spanish warships there he will make them 
fit for the junk shop. It no ships have ar- 
rived the Adniiral can demand the sur- 
render of San Juan and all the coal and 
other supplies which have been accumulated 
there. The Spaniards ought not to be ai- 
lowed to keep all those good things. 3 
Thus far there has been a lack of activity 
in Cuban waters. Some prizes have been 
made, but not one heavy blow has been 
dealt the enemy. snd has been done to 


harm the Spaniards And nothing, as far as 
is known, to help’the insurgents. Much 
has been said about sending the latter arms, 
ammunition, light artillery, provisions, etc., 
but the insurgents do not seem to have re- 
ceived any of these useful articles as yet.

Committee on Finance are anxious to make 
out a case in support of their claim that it 
will not be necessary to sell any bonds in 
order to get money with which to carry on 
the war with Spain. They had Secretary 
Gage before the committee day before yes- 
terday to see if they could get any comfort 
from him.

The Secretary informed the committee 
that no estimates had been made of the 
cost of the war fora year, since nobody was 
able to tell whether it would last that long. 
The Secretary of War, however, told the 
committee that he thought the extraordi- 
nary .expenses of his department for the 
next twelve months would not exceed 
$150,000,000. The war taxes will produce, 
it is estimated, only about 100 millions a 
year. Add to the extraordinary expenses 
of the army those of the navy and the im- 
possibility of meeting those expenses with 
the money received from taxes is apparent. 

Secretary Gage stated further that dur- 
ing the next two months the war will in- 
crease the government expenses about 50 


| millions, while he expects the revenues, 


apart from those raised by the war taxes, to 
decrease. But as a result of this excess of 
expenses over receipts the surplus funds in 
the Treasury, with the ex on of the 
gold reserve, will be exha and that 
reserve be drawn on to the amount of 30 mil- 
lions.

It is needless to say 
they had the confidence of the other bank 
officials and of the directors, who did every- 
thing but direct. Concentration of power in 
one man’s hands, with no one to watch him, 


was the situation in each case. The result 


was what might have been expected. The 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican pertinently 
says: Confidence must always be the heart 
of business, but there. may be a fatty degen- 
eration of confidence leading to disastrous 


results. Good men will bear watching and 
bad men need it.’”’ When will this lesson be 
learned?

The President sent to the Senate yester- 
day the names of eleven Major Generals 
and twice that many Brigadier Generals, 
Of the former seven are now Brigadier 
Generals in the regulal army—Breckin- 
ridge, Otis, Coppinger, Shafter, Graham, 
Wade, and Merriam. 
complished, gallant officers, Four are taken 
from civil life. The first of them is James 
II. Wilson, a citizen of Delaware now, but 
born in Illinois, who has a brilliant record 
as a cavalry commander during the rebel- 
lion. The second is Fitzhugh Lee; who is 
exceedingly anxious to go to Cuba in another 
capacity than that of Consul General. The 
third is Senator Sewell of New Jersey, 
who commanded a brigade during the re- 
bellion, and the fourth is Representative 
Wheeler of Alabama, who was one of the 
most dashing of the Confederate cavalry 
leaders. 

It has been understood for some days that 
Messrs. Wilson, Lee, and Wheeler would 
be among those to be made Major Generals 
and not a word of objection has been heard 
in any quarter. The military ability dis- 


played by all of them when engaged in 


a far greater contest than that with Spain 
has not been forgotten, though a third 
of a century has gone by since they sheathed 
their swords. The sight of these veterans, 
once bitter foes, fighting under the same 
flag for the same cause is one which ap- 
peals to the popular heart. The men 
whom they are to lead are the sons of the 
men who fought under them in the 608. 
They will strive with such leaders to sur- 
pass the deeds of their fathers. 

All the Brigadier Generals whose nomina- 


tions have been sent in thus far are regular 


army men. Most of them are Colonels 
and a few Lieutenant -Colonels. There 
are National Guard Brigadier Generals in 
Illinois and other States who are desirous 
to get that rank in the volunteer service. 
and their friends have been actively at 
work for them at Washington. Thus far 
they have accomplished nothing. There 
are many eee and the President finds 
it hard to choose between them. Probably 
in a few days there will be another list 
of Brigadiers in which the names of militia 
Generals will figure.

‘NOT YET TIME TO MEDIATE. 
The European dispatches state that 


there is a general cry through the Burope- 
an capitals for peace,” but that no man 
of prominence will admit that “ any scheme 


of mediation between the United States and 


Spain has the faintest chance of success ” 
until a battle as decisive as that at Manila 
has been fought in Atlantic waters. So while 
it is stated that the Pope is laboring hard 
to induce the powers to intervene or mediate 
not one of them is ready to entertain his ap- 
peals. 

The powers show good sense by standing 
on one side and letting the fight go on. 
They are not international policemen, duly 
commissioned to interfere’ the minute 
they see two nations are at war and order 
the combatants to keep the peace or they 
will be- run in. The duty which devolves 
on European and other governments is 
to observe strict neutrality between the 
belligerents—let them have a “ fair fight” 
—and do nothing more than that until one 
of the combatants cries out enough 
sues for peace—or has been so severely pun- 
ished and is so manifestly the under dog 
that humanity prompts neutral nations to 
appeal to the magnanimity of the victor to 
let up on his crushed antagonist. ; 

The Spaniards have met with a disastrous 


defeat at Manila, but it has not caused 


them to sue for peace. It has infuriated 
them and set them to demanding re- 
venge.” They want to try their luck again. 
They still have vessels, more effective than 
those which were sunk in Manila Bay. As 
long as those more powerful ships are 
afloat uncrippled no foreign government 
can assume that Spain is so at the mercy 
of the United States as to make it proper 
to appeal to the latter to deal gently with 
the erring European sister. 

It was legitimate for the European pow- 
ers to tell Turkey last year that it had 
gone far enough when Greece lay help 
less at its feet. It was proper for the 
powers to mediate in 1878 when Russia 
had Turkey down and Constantinople was 
at its merey. But Spain is not as yet re- 
duced to the deplorable straits of Greece 
or Turkey. It has lost the Philippines and 
oné fleet.. It still has Cuba and a fleet more 
powerful than the one it has lost. When 
it is deprived of all these and it becomes

DO-NOTHING BOARD OF STRATEGY.0 


The cutting of the Manila cable is un- 
questionably provoking to the popular pa- 
tience. It is hard to have to wait so long 


for the details of Commodore Dewey’s | 


glorious victory and there is a natural eager- 
ness not alone to know the actual losses in- 
flicted upon the Spaniards and the exact 
status of affairs at Manila but also the 
losses, if any, which the American fleet may 
have suffered. On the whole, however, it 
is much better that the Spaniards cut the 
cable, though of course their object was to 
minimize as far as possible their own de- 
feat for fear of its popular effect in Spain. 
Supposing, however, the cable had not 
been cut, that Commodore Dewey had been 
at one end of it and the Board of Strategy 
at the other. In that case the victory which 
led to the cutting of the cable might not 
have occurred. He would have been tied 
up hand and foot. He would have been 
ordered to be cautious, to move without 


hurting any one, and not to move unless he | 


was absolutely sure he was not going to be 
hurt himself. He might have been allowed 
a little distant target practice, but under no 
circumstances would he have been allowed 
to come into close range and bombard and 
smash things, and perhaps kill somebody or 
disarrange a fort. He would have been 


| strictly forbidden to sail right over mines 


and torpedoes. If a battle had been forced 
upon him then he would have been instruct- 
ed, after it was over, to wait and not Jand 
men or take possession of anything. The 
Governor General of the islands u few days 
ago issued a proclamation in which he char- 
acterized all Americans as social excres- 
cences and the crew of the fleet as a pack of 


undisciplined and untrained cowards. If 


the Board of Strategy had been in a position 
to reply to it it would have instructed Com- 
modore Dewey to make a civil answer and 
not say anything which might offend the 
sensifive soul of the Governor General. 

So, on the whole, it is lucky that the Span- 
iards cut the cable and that the Commodore 
had the field to himself and could go ahead 
in Dewey fashion, which is a fashion all 
patriotic Americans will indorse and which 
has made his praises ring all round the 
world and in two hours set the American 
navy higher up in the estimation of the na- 
tions than the Board of Strategy could have 
done in twenty years. Itis lucky the Board 
of Strategy was not running the Manila 
fight. It is bad enough that it is running 
things in Havana harbor and paralyzing 
Sampson, thereby giving Spain a chance to 
fortify the island all the more strongly be- 
cause of this policy of inaction, If Samp- 
son were only left to himself as Dewey was,

LITTLE DANGER before the Physicians’ club 
FROM Monday night shows that 
YELLOW Fever.the dangers from yellow 
fever in Cuba, even during 

the rainy season have been greatly exag- 
gerated. The high country back of the coast 
and outside of the cities Is as healthy as any 
part of our own Southern States. Dr. Ham- 
ilton knows whereof he speaks, having had 
wide experience in camp sanitation during 
the civil war and in the yellow fever epi- 
He had 
charge of the large yellow fever camp 
near Jacksonville, Fla., in 1883, and the 
marked success of his system there lends 
full authority to his present recommenda- 
tions. As Dr. Hamilton says, it is all a mat- 


ter of cleanliness. The way to secure safety 


is to subject the camp to a rigid daily inspec- 
tion and to enforcé a strict observance of all 
sanitary precautions. The menace of yellow 
fever arises out of gross neglect and not 
out of natural causes. General Butler had 
no trouble with yellow fever in New Orleans, 
because he cleaned the city and compelled 
it to be kept clean. The British have no 
trouble with-it at Jamaica for the same rea- 
son. The only reason the Spaniards and 


Cubans at Havana have suffered from it ts 


that they have been guilty of criminal neg- 
lect of the simplest laws of health, contam- 


mating even the foreign vessels in the har- 


bor until the nuisance itself was a valid 
cause of war. If Dr. Hamilton’s methods 
be applied to camps of American soldiers 
placed on the healthy hills back of Havana 
the yellow fever will give no trouble. Fear 
of the fever should not be allowed to delay 
the departure of our forces a single day.

pines has proved that our ships have fap 
léss to fear than was supposed: The Span- 
fards gave it out that they had mined every 
foot of Manila harbor, but Admiral Dewey 
sailed in there on Saturday night and hag 
fought two, and perhaps three, battles singe 
without being blown to fragments. More. 
over, both at Manila and Matanzas it hag 
been demonstrated that the heaviest charges 
can be fired by full batteries without ip. 
jury to the ships. Only a few days ago 
same alleged expert published that the 
discharge of the heavy guns of a modern 
warship would be sufficient to capsize her, 
European critics have gravely stated that 
our vessels were armed out of all propor- 
tion to their weight and build, and that 
every general action resulting would be 
most certainly disastrous. We now See they 
had little foundation for their fears, though 
there may be some such overgunned ves. 
sels. 
We have yet to encounter a torpedo fleet, 
but there is n reason to doubt that the 
danger from such vessels has been great. 
ly exaggerated. A naval expert who receni-

service shows that their effectiveness is yet

Between the lofty spires of 8 atricꝰs 
Cathedral, high over the city, a gr 1 Amer- 
ican flag was suspended, the crowning deco- 
ration, which waved its benediction. About 
the church were great flags flying from high 
staffs. There were flags. over the doors. 
The banquet hall in the Boland Trade School 
was decorated with flags, and when Bishop 
McQuaid was announced to speak on Our 
Country the melady of The Red, White, 
and Blue was started by Archbishop Ryan 
of Philadelphia and swelled into a mighty 
chorus. The great men in purple, the lowlier 
priests in black cassocks, joined in a tri- 
umphant, patriotic outburst. 

The eulogy was delivered by Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia, who is known as the 
most brillfant orator in the Catholic Church 
in America. It was he who officiated when 
Archbishap Corrigan was made a Bishop, 
twenty-five years ago. 

Archbishop Ryan first read a cable message 
from the Pope, who extended his congratula- 
tions and ‘lovingly imparts his apostolic 
benediction as a proof of his love.“ 

It was a magnificent tribute to Archbishop 
Corrigan and his work. i 

On entering the church, when the Arch- 
bishop entered the main isle, there flashed 
over the grand altar the electric motto 
**Eece sacerdos manbus,“ while organ, 
chorus, and orchestra burst forth in a hymn. 
The Archbishop was escorted to his throne 
on the gospel side of the altar, while Mer, 
Martinelli sat athrone on the Episcopal side. 

The braying of trumpets, the pleading of 
violins, the vibrant notes of the woods, the 
deep, majestic tones of the organ, mingled 
with the divine melody of the voices. 

The recessional was marked with the 
pomp of the processional. Scarcely had the 
doors closed. upon the Papa! ablegate when 
organ and orchestra burst forth with The 
Star Spangled Banner.“ There was a deal 
of patriotism in this celebration. It was ex- 

ressed more plainly in the banquet which 
mmediately followed the mass. 

Every window was draped with America 
flags. The wall back of the table of honor 
was hidden by them. The tables were laden 
with flowers. Five Archbishops, ‘including 
Mer. Martinelli, twelve Bishops, and four 
Monsignors were on the raised dais. More 
than 400 persons sat at other tables. 

Bishop Farley acted as toastmaster. In 
the beginning he referred to Archbishop Cor- 
rigan as “his Excellency,” which made 
everybody laugh.

Bishop Farley spoke of the zeal of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan in building St. Joseph's Sem- 
inary, and the payment of the mortgage.

DECLINE QUOTED IN PARIS. 


Following are net advances and closing 
prices in wheat in Chicago and other mar- 
kets of the world yesterday: 


May wheat covered a range of 10 cents a 
bushel yesterday, selling from $1.21 to $1.31. 
The market was on new ground all the way 
up from $1.25, which up to yesterday was 
high point on the crop. 

It was a day of new high records nearly 
everywhere. The advance in. the Chicago 
May commanded attention on account cf 
the Leiter control of that delivery. There 
was a little pressure, a little more in the 
direction of fireworks in May wheat. The 
question as to the extent of the short inter- 
est in May is still debatable, but if there 
is any great short interest not protected by 
wheat which will come to this market this 
month the action yesterday will prove any- 
thing but reassuring. | 
It was not Chicago leading, but Chicago 
following, and that tardily. The prime con- 
sideration was the confirmation of the re- 
‘moval of the French duty. Early cables 
quoted Paris off the equivalent of 32 cents, 
or nearly the whole amount of the duty.

To further 
give point to the foreign demand Mr. Leiter 
reported sales of 500,000 bushels\of wheat to 
France and Great Britain at prices showing 
advances over previous quotations of 5 to 
10 cents. 

The market finally responded to the bullish 
considerations, and the net advance of 4 
cents in the Chicago July and 9 cents in May 
resulted. It is easy enough to trace cause 
and result in the later rallies in ‘yesterday's 
market. The earlier action is harder to un- 
derstand. The local traders were bearish. 
They had the foreign news and quotations 
early. They magnified everything of a bear- 
ish character and discounted everything 
bullish. They had a 5 cent advance in Liv- 
erpool July, but preferred to discuss the 
smaller and comparatively insignificant ad- 
vances in September and December wheat. 
For some time it looked as if the prices 
made right after the opening would be the 
highest of the day. From 96% cents July 
wheat sold down to 95% cents before the ad- 
vance to 98% cents set in. The heavy re- 


to contract stocks here, and the small clear- 
ances all came in for consideration. It was 
argued that Mr. Leiter was taking advantage 
of the early advance to sell.

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MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

To the Prince of Naples, son and heir of 


King Humbert, belongs the credit of in- 
augurating a branch of study among the 
soldiers under his command which will go 
far to diminish the evils of obligatory mil- 
itary service and the loss which the latter 
entails upon the economic resources of the 
country. 
Agriculture, while the staple industry of 
Italy, is, in cpite thereof, of the most primi- 
tive character, little progress having been 
made therein since medieval times. 
Finding that most of the troops in the di- 
vision of the army which he commands at 
Waples are drawn from the agricul- 


tural districts, he is causing them to be in- 


structed in the most approved and up-to-date 
methods of agriculture, and is in fact making 
them devote quite as much attention to this 
particular branch of science as to military 
knowledge. 

It would be hard to overestimate the value 
of the Prince’s initiative in this mat- 
ter, which is destined not only to prove a 
means of introducing less antiquated 
methods of agriculture in parts of Italy 
where.all attempts at reform in this direc- 
tion had failed, but likewise to give the 
soldiers a loftier idea of the dignity of 
agricultural work. 


This is of no small importance. The 
Italian soldier, no matter how ignorant he 


may be when he joins, is not permitted to 


leave the colors until he is proficient in 
reading, writing, and in the ordinary rules of 
arithmetic. 

This knowledge which caused them to rise 
superior to the surroundings among which 
they have been reared often served to render 
them unwilling to return to the manual 
and agricultural labor of their kith and 
kin as being bereath their dignity, and in 
this way they became ready and willing re- 
cruits for the Socialist and Anarchist propa 
ganda. 

By proving to his soldiers that agriculture 
is as much a branch of science as strategy 
and book learning, and quite as dignified, the 
Prince is diminishing the tendency to dis- 
content and disposition towards Socialism‘ 
when they return to civilian life on the con- 
clusion of their military service. 


A form of luxury which is but little know 


in this country, and yet which is much in 


vogue among the highest classes in the old

Perhaps the book plate that is best known 
in the United States is that of Mr. Gladstone, 
which is in great demand by American col- 
lectors. 

There are few more costly fads than the 
collection of book plates, and there are some 


dating from the last century for which as 


much as $20,000 and $30,000 apiece has been 
paid.

Woman Who Taught School in This

A 3-11 call, turned in by Captain Enright, 
brought. to the scene Chief Swenie and about 
fifteén engines, followed a short time later 
by the fireboats Yosemite and Geyser. By 
that time the felt plant building, 200x65 
feet in size, was a mass of flames, and the 
fire had spread to the curled hair plant just 
to the west, a three-story brick building 
about 250x200 feet im size. . 


Other Buildings in Danger. 


Chief Swenie berit his, efforts to preventing 
the spread of the flames to the glue works, 
just to the north of the hair plant, and tothe 
ammonia plant, contairing tanks of 
anhydrous ammonia, just south of the felt 
plant. The former is by far the most val- 
uable of the several factories. Its destruc- 
tion would have entailed a loss of over 


$500,000. 

Chief Swenie estimated the total loss at 
$150,000. H. A. Walker, who has charge of 
the company’s insurance, thinks it will reach 
$250,000. The buildings were estimated to 
be worth $10,000, and new ones to accommo- 
date the felt and curled hair departments 
have been for some time in process of con- 
struction. The chief loss was on machinery, 
materials, and finished stock. General form

JOLIET REJECTS THE PROPOSAL 


Drainage Board Receives Reply on 
Bridge Matter—Supervisor Perkins 
Wants Patronage Divided. 


The Drainage board yesterday received a 
communication stating that the proposition 
made to Joliet some time ago by the board 
had been rejected. The proposition was to 
the effect that the board would construct 
a bridge over the canal at Jefferson street 
in Joliet and would also construct the piers 
and abutments for a bridge at Cass street, 
the city to pay half the expense and agree 
to maintain the bridges. The city was also 
asked to enter into a stipulation making 
the agreement a final decree of court. It 
was on account of this request that the 
proposition was rejected. 

On recommendation of the legal depart- 
ment the board decided to direct the custo- 
dian at Joliet to furnish bail of $500 each 
for the three employés who were indicted 
by the Will County grand jury for alleged 
contempt of court. The employés are Will- 
iam Vaile, Joseph Murray, and John Weyers. 

A report of the minority members of the 
board was submitted stating that they could 
not agree with the majority in regard to 


"revising the former plans of that section of 
the canal between Lockport and Joliet. They 


agreed that the original plan was too ex- 
pensive, but believed the new plans should 
call for new bids. The matter was referred 
to the next meeting. /
